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THINGS OF IMPORTANCE 


Three of the closing incidents of the 
session the public will note with interest and 
approval. 


The legislature decided to make no eleventh- 
hour attempt at a redistribution and reduction 
of constituencies, 

The members heard the Minister of relief 
say it is the purpose of the Government to re- 
place relief allowances and relief camp intern- 
ment with work for which wages will be paid, 
in so far as that can be done. 

And the house without dissent passed a 
resolution drawing the attention of the Dom- 
inion Government to the need of speeding up 
work on the Golden-Revelstoke section of the 
Trans-Canada highway, and of building a road 
west from Jasper to connect with the B. C. 
highways and give a direct route to the Coast. 


THE RIGHT TO VOTE 

Redistribution should have been dealt with 
long ago. Since this was not done, to attempt 
it now would have prolonged the session in- 
definitely and ended more than likely in the 
adoption of the scheme advanced by Mr. 
Shields, U.F.A. member for Macleod—to scram- 
ble the whole electoral system, extend the life 
of the legislature, and bring on an election only 
when the Government got ready. 

A manoeuvre of that kind would be inter- 
preted, and rightly so, as a dodge to “ditch” 
the Social Credit movement, and suspend the 
franchise lest it be exercised in a way the 
Government and its supporters would not 
approve. 

In the existing state of public temper any 
such abrogation of the rights of democracy 
would be more serious in consequence than 
anything a Social Credit legislature could do. 
Whatever anybody may think about Social 
Credit, the people of Alberta are entitled to 
vote that way if they want to; and any attempt 
on the part of a time-expired legislature to 
interfere with that right would be hotly and 
justly resented 

If, as Mr. Brownlee contends, the adminis- 
tration of the last five years has resulted in a 
“wildfire” of discontent sweeping the province, 
it is not for the authors of the conflagration to 
make this excuse for suspending the civil 
rights of the electors. It is to Premier Reid's 
credit that he kept clear of that crowning piece 
of folly.

THEORY WITHOUT WORKS 
Spurred by a motion of Mr. Dechene of St. 
Paul, Hon. Hugh Allen definitely stated it to 


be the intention of the Government to substitute 
& program of public works in place of direct 


relief and the relief camps. This had been 
hinted by another Minister earlier in the 
session, rather casually. 

The situation thus produced is peculiar. A 


policy is declared at the end of the session which 
should have been announced at the beginning 
and made the basis for the public works plans 
brought down. As matters stand it is only 
within narrow limits that the declared purpose 
can be carried into effect. 

In practical terms little can come of the 
belated declaration unless men on relief and 
men now in the relief camps are employed in 
carrying out the road-building and other con- 
struction operations for which authority has 
been taken. But if that is done, farmers and 
others who have been counting on employment 
on these undertakings in slack times during the 
summer can not also be accommodated 

The Government has no authority to launch 
into vast spending schemes for which it has 
not secured the assent of the legislature. How 
then is a public works program to be substi- 
tuted for direct relief and relief camps, except 
to the extent to which the undertakings already 
sanctioned are made use of for this purpose? 

There will be general approval] of this last 
moment declaration that wage-work should be 
adopted in place of the dole. But since the 
work program for the year had been already 
made up, the cart was before the horse; and 
there is no opportunity for substituting work 
for relief on any large scale. The theory is 
sound; but how can it now be applied? 


THE MOUNTAIN ROADS 

By unanimous vote the legislature called 
upon the Dominion Government to construct 
and complete “this year” a highway from 
Jasper to Blue River, and also the missing link 
in the Trans-Canada highway between Golder 
and Revelstoke. On the urgent necessity and 
desirability of building these roads, and doing 
it with all possible speed, the members can b« 
no more unanimous or earnest than the peop) 
of the province. 

The Trans-Canada project

nearly five years ago. The Big Bend section was 
under construction before that. Work has con- 
tinued ever since, and is under way at present, 
but apparently on the principle that time is no 
essential factor in the matter. 

Thus far the Dominion, under the present 
or the former Government, has shown not the 
Slightest impulse to build a highway from 
Jasper to link up with the highway system in 
British Columbia and thus provide a through 
route from Edmonton to Vancouver. 

There has been reason to think the federal 
authorities have not been pressed on that 
point as strongly as might have been done by 
the Government of Alberta. That the legisla- 
ture is at last seized with the advisability of the 
road being built, and built at once, is welcome 
news. The pity is it did not show similar con- 
cern three or four years ago. 

Not only are these links in the mountain 
highway system needed to provide employment, 
and due as a matter of fairness to the people 
of this and the adjoining province; the under- 
takings will be profitable investments. 

When these connections are made the Can- 
adian Rockies will offer scenic routes and circle 
tours absolutely without parallel, to the motor 
tourists of the continent. There is no reasonable 
doubt that from the day they are opened the 
extra tourist money put in circulation will pay 
dividends on the cost, and within a few years 
the whole outlay will have been returned, 
mainly from United States pockets. As toll- 
roads these highways would be money-makers 
from the start. 

As means to use idle man-power, would it 
not be better for all concerned if the men 
who have been wrecking stores in Vancouver 
and the men who are protesting about the 
meals supplied in the Edmonton “soup” kitchen 
were building these mountain highways and 
getting paid real wages for the work? Even 
the apostles of “sound” interest-bearing money 
and tightened belts should be able to see the 
advantages of that change in occupation.

The Passing Sho 


By J. S. COWPER 


Spring seems safely here again. While 
motorists are waiting the drying up of the 
roads, we can understand why primitive man 
worshipped the sun as the giver of life, and 
saw in the mystery of each spring the triumph 
of the sun in a celestial conflict with the powers 
of darkness. 

The poets have felt the 
impulse of spring since ever 
poesy began. Now the scien- 
tists are studying: it as part 
of the general testing of 
climatic changes in the world. 
The northern conifers whose 
resin secretions make loggers 
curse as their saws get gum- 
med, tell of an Ice Age 
through which they survived 
by developing a secretion of 
non-freezible and non-compressible matter to 
act as a protective matrix for the germ-cell. 

But let’s hear from the poets first. Mrs. A, 
R. Reynolds of Wainwright tells of her observa- 
tions of Nature in the arms of Spring in the 
following stanzas: 

APRIL DAY 

It’s raining, and the perfume of the ten- 
der blades of grasses comes drifting through 
the shifting veils of grey. Anemones warm 
fingers hold their lilac cups in masses 
where swift-flame blacked the slope the 
other day. The gulls are calling ‘“ec-lee” 
shrill above the drums of thunder, the 
dervish sands are prostrate to the mists. 
The balm trees waxen leaflets are a shiny 
green of wonder, a shallow pool is jetting 
amethysts.

It’s clearing; catkin kernels on the yellow 
switches are softly popping in the shining 
heat. A frog's contented basso sounds some- 
where along the ditches; a lark is blowing 
music bubbles sweet. A corpulent old spider 
with cold, bold, glassy optics lifts his dew- 
spangled canopy to see; a gentle little 
Quaker-bird, voicing his aesthetics, threads 
a string of elfin notes to me. 


It’s sundown, and a chill breeze sets the 
rivulet to crinkling and tinkling past its 
shattered crystal edge. A trancing spray 
of rose rays glance through the sudden 
sprinkling and still the discontented cheep- 
ings in the sedge. Each leaf is slowly test- 
ing on its lips a liquid jewel, wasting none 
of April's nectar for its thirst; the shadows 
o’er the lily-bed are worked in umber 
crewel, and April Day in dawn-dreams is 
immersed. 


Down in the Mississippi Valley the coming 
of spring carries terror. Money-hungry men 
in previous generations regarded the great 
river system only as a mechanism for making 
private fortunes. They logged the great forests 
that once held back the snow at the headwaters 
of the Mississippi. Instead of a slow run-off, 
preserving life-giving moisture through the 
summer season, the waters now come down 
like a deluge, break through the river banks 
and carry away farm houses, stock and human 
beings. 

Five billions of dollars are being set aside 
by President Roosevelt in an effort to amelior- 
ate the damage that is caused each spring. Fifty 
times five billions will never restore the green 
verdure, the forests and the moist climate the 
central states knew before the hand of the 
spoilers descended on it. 

The tragedy of the Mississippi Valley has a 
lesson for Canadians who are fellow-sufferers 
by droughts that have followed the drainage 
of the central states. 

Scientists are at work on the problem of 
changing climates. My friend Moses B. Cots- 
worth, whom I have referred to on several 
recent occasions, is secretary of a research 
committee of the British Association. In co- 
operation with the International Congress of 
Geologists it will meet at Moscow next sum- 
mer for conference on the problem. Mr. Cots- 
worth has sent me a copy of a paper on 
“Changing Climates” that he read before the 
British Association recently, and which led to 
the appointment of the research committee. 

One theory advanced is that the tremendous 
weight of the Greenland Ice-cap exercises 
gravitational leverage on the earth’s crust, 
causing changes in direction of prevailing winds. 
It may sound incredible but evidence is sub- 
mitted to show that Greenland and Iceland are 
slowly creeping westwards, while the Sahara 
is creeping southwards, It is as if we are living 
on the skin of a great animal—and the skin is 
moving under the pull of gravitation. 

Astounding changes in climate have taken 
place within recent memory. The Grand Pacific 
Glacier in Alaska has receded 14 miles since 
1894. The Muir Glacier, two miles wide and 
500 feet thick, receded 6%4 miles in the same 
time. 

If you've ever tackled an iceman’s job, and 
know the weight of a chunk of ice measur- 
ing a cubic foot, you will appreciate the pos- 
siblity of gravitational leverage being a factor. 
The Greenland Ice-cap covers 80,000 square 
miles—nine times the area of Great Britain— 
and has an average thickness of 8000 feet. While 
the ice-cap in Alaska and the Canadian north- 
west is melting away the ice-cap at Greenland 
is rapidly building up.

If gravitational pull is at work, all the more 
reason why men in affected areas should 
treasure the bushland that plays so important a 
part in preserving rain and snowfall.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. K. C, asks: “Is it possible 
to correct constipation?” 

ANSWER: Sluggish elimination may be due 
to any one of several different causes. The 
trouble may be permanently corrected when 
you find the cause and remove it. Some of the 
common causes are: weakness of the abdominal 
muscles; lack of sufficient roughage in the diet 
which is needed to induce peristalsis thus 
bringing about a normal movement; or there 
may be present an interference due to a fallen 
colon, adhesions, kinks or due to a spasmodic 
contraction of the muscles in the walls of the 
intestine. This occurs at some particular spot 
and causes a tightening of the muscular fibres, 
temporarily closing the intestine and squeezing 
it until the tube becomes narrow. Occasion- 
ally, by taking x-ray pictures of the large in- 
testine, I find the trouble is that the entire colon 
is all out of shape, being ballooned in some 
places, narrow at others, with perhaps the 
formation of pockets where material may accu- 
mulate. The average case of simple constipa- 
tion is corrected by simple, sensible measures 
but in stubborn cases, only a long course of 
treatment will secure successful results. I sug- 
gest that you send for the following articles, 
since they may give you some helpful informa- 
tion: STUFFING FOR CONSTIPATION. .. .

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1871 an event 
took place at Fort Garry, which 
had a determining result upon 
the future of the Canadian West. 

Prompted perhaps by the de- 
scription of the Red River coun- 
try taken back to Toronto and 
other Ontario points by men who 
had returned from Wolseley's 
military expedition in 1870, ani- 
mated perhaps by that lust for 
pioneering which marked the Ca- 
nadian of that period, a legacy 
from U.E.L. forebears, or, maybe, 
the instruments of an unseen 
hand directing our destiny, a 
party of young men from Ontario 
had set out from their native 
province to try their luck in the 


unknown West. They travelled 
by Chicago and St. Paul to 
Moorehead, Minn. There they 


built a raft and entrusted them- 
selves on it to the raging waters 
of the Red River, then in spring 
flood. The voyage was quite an 
exciting one, but their raft car-

ried them safely to Garry, where, 
in all probability, they found ac- 
quaintances among the men who 
had elected to stay in the West 
when the bulk of the Wolseley 
force returned home. 

The names of these eight 
pioneers were: Clark, Dundas, 
Gerrond, Johnston, McDonald, 
McKinnon, Robertson and Savage. 
It is apparent from the names 
that a mojority of them were of 
Scottish blood, quite fitting for 
successors of Scots who had been 
brought by Selkirk, and for 
pioneers of the tide of humanity 
which was to follow them into 
the ocean-like tract of prairie 
and eventually occupy the coun- 
try up to and past the Rockies. It 
would be interesting if some one 
were to trace the later history of 
these eight pioneers from Ontario 
and ascertain how many went on 
the Jand and how many stayed on 
the Red River to become builders 
of the great Winnipeg of today.

RAILWAY SITUATION 

Editor Bulletin: The letter 
signed A. A. Wadden, which ap- 
peared in your issue of April 15, 
in the main calis for little com- 
ment since it fs an expression of 
the writer's opinion on the rail- 
way situation, and to this opinion 
Mr. Wadden is quite entitled, 
even though it may be based 
upon a wrong conception of the 
causes that have brought about 
the present lamentable conditions 
of the country’s railroads and an 
entire ignorance of Mr. Beatty's 
proposals for a partnership ar- 
rangement between the owners of 
the two railways which will al- 
low both to exist upon a profit- 
able basis. 

There is, however, one point 
upon which issue should be taken. 
Mr. Wadden suggests that the 
Canadian Pacific has “in the past 
few years been a burden upon 
the taxpayers of Canada” — a 
statement that has no foundation 
in fact. 

Doubtless he refers to the gov- 
ernment's guarantee of a bank 
loan of $60,000,000 so often mis- 
represented in this way, The 
loan has not cost the people of 


Canada one cent, nor is there any 


chance that it will do so. The 
banks lent the money and the 
Canadian Pacific pays the inter- 
est on it. Furthermore, 20% of it 
has already: been repaid, 

While on this subject, it might 
be pointed out that since the 
company commenced operations 
it has spent of its own earned 
money considerably over $100,- 
000,000 on colonization and de- 
velopment in this country, and 
has paid out in Canadian taxes 
of one kind and another over 
$120,000,000. I would suggest 
that this represents a handsome 
return to Canada upon whatever 
money the country invested in 
the railroad at the time of its 
original organization.

The King and the Duke of Connaught 


ON of Queen Victoria and uncle of King George, the Duke of Con- 
naught had considerable influence on the British royal family. 
Long experience in court life, to say nothing of his military and diplo- 
natic career, made the Duke of Connaught one of the King’s most 
trusted advisers from the moment he ascended the throne. 

Today he still retains that status, though he is well past the 80- 
year mark. 

Our picture shows the King and the Duke in 1928, just before King 
George was stricken with an illness that nearly robbed the empire of 
a beloved monarch. It was taken on the occasion of the ceremony of 
the installation of the new Knights of the Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Bath, of which the Duke is Great Master. 

In 1911 the Duke of Connaught had been governor-general of Can- 
ada, the first royal prince to have been so appointed. His daughter, 
Princess Patricia, was famed through the land for her charm and 
loveliness, and a Canadian army unit was formed when war broke out 
called the Princess Pats. They had an entirely different fame, how- 
ever, winning the reputation of being one of the hardest fighting units 
at the front.
